DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the communication filed on August 05, 2008. 
Claims 1-10 are pending and have been considered below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record discloses an apparatus for frequency separation of input signal 
with a series of frequency separating stages with the input signal bandwidth is 
from -Fs/2 to +Fs/2 and the combined teachings of secondary reference shows 
frequency separating stages, but the prior art fails to disclose the connection of 
the frequency separation stages as claimed and that the frequency shifting 
converters are tunable for outputting a complex signal representing a portion of 
the input bandwidth centered other than at -Fs/4 or +Fs/4. Other prior art was 
found, Ohta et al. (US 6,101 ,226) which discloses frequency conversion of 
different bandwidth signals and selecting the required frequency signal within the 
bandwidth of interest, and Behzad et al. (US 2006/0171492) discloses adjustable 
radio receiver that adjust the lower and upper channel bandwidth accordingly, but 
none of the prior art references teaches or discloses that the frequency 
separation stages as claimed and that the frequency shifting converters are 
tunable for outputting a complex signal representing a portion of the input 
bandwidth centered other than at -Fs/4 or +Fs/4, therefore makes the claims 
allowable over the prior art.
